Claims 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

Applicants' remarks state black will absorb all the light and therefore have no 
influence on reflected light. The claim requires reflection of light at a measured 
wavelength and having no influence on reflected light. If all the light is absorbed how 
can any light be reflected at a measured wavelength or not influencing other reflected 
light ?
